The bombing death of Bioff, 
St. Louis police said, is almost 
identical to that of Thomas 
Keen, one-time Wellston dog 
track operator, who was killed 
in 1951 in San Mateo, Calif., by 
a bomb wired to the starter of 
his Cadillac.

Coroner Ben F. Staten es- 
timated he had been dead 
ebout an hour and a half at the 
time he was found.

Patman, chairman of the 
House Small Business commit- | 
tee and a frequent critic of the

cal policies, said the Adminis- 
tration’s 
money policies are to blame. He 
demanded “immediate remedial 
action.” 

In a statement he said that 
G1. and FHA loans—in which 
the Government guarantees or 
insures repayment, to help the 
borrower get more favorable 
| terms—are being commonly dis- | 
counted in some sections of the 
country by 5 per cent or more, 
and that he had heard of cases 


where G.I. loans were dis- 
counted by as much as 9 per 
cent. 


Such discounts mean, in ef- 
fect, that the lender gives the 
builder less than the face 
amount of the loan. In the case 
of a 5 per cent discount, the 
builder would get only 95 cents 

on the dollar. The home buyer, 

| however, would repay the full 

dollar, plus the agreed interest 

rate. 
Hundreds Gouged.

| Grams, Patman said. ‘Many | 
| veterans and other government- 

assisted home buyers are being 

| gouged for hundreds of dollars |

| “Apologists for the present | 
situation claim that the builder 
often absorbs the discount from | 
his profit margin, but this is so | 
much hogwash. In the final 

analysis it is added to the cost 

of the home which the borrow- 

er buys with an FHA- ‘insured or 

VA-guaranteed loan.’ 

Patman said some discount- | 
ing of loans is inevitable due | 
to a general tightening of mort- 
gage credit. He said this re- 
sults from monetary policies of 
the Republican Administration. 

“But I cannot condone dis- 
counts of from 5 per cent to 
9 per cent, which add from 
$600 to more than $1000 to the 
cast of a $12,000 home,” Pat- 
man said. “This is an uncon- 
scionable disgrace and I think 
the Administration is guilty of 
the grossest negligence in per- 
mitting such abuses to exist.”

Says Medical Society's 
Disapproval Is an 
‘About Face’ — Cites 
1954 Stand. | 


The Institute of Medical Edu- 
cation and Research, an organi- | 
zation financed by staff physi- 


tients at City and Homer G. 
Phillips hospitals, will continue 


to function despite the official 
| disapproval 


of the St. Louis 
Medical Society, it was an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Spokesmen for the institute, 
a non-profit agency authorized 
by city ordinance early in 1954, 
pointed out that the society's 
hostile attitude was an “about 
face,” inasmuch as the council 
of the society previously, in the 
fall of 1953, had approved in 
detail the plans for setting up 
the fee-collecting agency. 

The society, at its meeting 
Friday night, voted to withdraw 
the tentative approval it gave | 
the institute last April. The 
vote followed a negative report 
by the council, read by Dr. 
George L. Hawkins, secretary. 
About 200 of the society’s 1300 
members were present. 

Institute Under Fire. 
From the time the institute 
was organized 19 months ago, 
it had been under fire from 
some doctors here who viewed 
it as a form of “corporate” prac- 
tice of medicine. Fees waliseted 
by. the institute are used for 
education and research. 
Opponents of the _ institute 
contended that the new fee-col- 
lection apparatus tended to 
sanction the presence at charity 
hospitals of patients who could 
pay, thereby placing the city 
insitutions in competition with 
rivate hospitals. 

Both Dr. Leo V. Mulligan, 
president of the institute, and 
Dr. Cyril Costello, chief of 
staff at City Hospital, took the 
position yesterday that the -in- 
stitute’s operations would not 
be affected, in the immediate 
future at least, by the medical 
society’s adverse vote. 

They pointed out that the in- 
stitute, which has offices in 
City Hospital and a member- 
ship of 350 physicians, was cre- 
ated by law with certain speci- 
fied duties. “We're in no posi- 


tion,” Dr. Costello said, “‘to be 
influenced by an opinion on a 
matter which is a city ordi- 
nance.”

QUEBEC, Nov. 8 (AP) — 
Québec newsprint manufac- 
turers were told yesterday by 
Premier Maurige Duplessis that 
they are “only lessees” of pub- 
licly owned forests. 

He said that like all lessees, 


they must use their trust “in a | > 


reasonable and just manner.” 
In his first detailed statement | 


of the Quebec government's pol- | 
icy on the newsprint situation | 
since new price increases were 

announced, the premier said 

self-control is the best kind of 

control newsprint manufactur- 

ers can exercise. But he 

warned that “when abuses re- 

place self-control . . . state con- 

trol (sometimes) becomes nec- 

essary.” He also challenged re- 

cent statements that there is a 

newsprint shortage now or im- 

minent. 

At his weekly press confer- 
ence Duplessis said: “It is a 
detestable thing in itself, this 
state control—and not a rec- 
ommendable thing in principle 
~—which nevertheless becomes a 
necessity under certain circum- 
stances.” 

The current controversy over 
newsprint prices, bringing pro- 
tests from newspaper publish- | 
ers in Canada and the United 
States, started two weeks ago 
when the St. Lawrence corpo- 
ration announced a $5-ton in- 
crease. In quick succession, in- 
creases of $3 to $4 were 
announced by five other com- 
panies. Latest was Minnesota | 
and Ontario Paper Co., which 
boosted the price $3 a ton. 

Before the announced in- 
creases, newsprint sold for $126 
a ton delivered in New York. 
Basic Canadian price was $122 
a ton. 

Quebec is Canada’s largest 
producer and exporter of news- 
print. 

Duplessis made it clear that 
his government is concerned | 
primarily with the cost of news- 
print to Quebec province news- 
papers. 

His statement followed specu- 
lation that the provincial gov- 
ernment is studying the possi- | 
bility of slapping controls on | 
newsprint manufacturers. Dup- | 
lessis gave no indication of how | 
such controls could work. It | 
is thought they would protect | 
only newspapers in Quebec 
province.

The Need for Ideas 


The years since 1952 in American foreign 
policy are not notable for the quality of the 
ideas generated. Policy has coasted on the 
momentum of past initiative....It is one 
thing to speak of having “seized the initia- 
tive” and quite another to know what to do 
with it. The stream of ideas, of imaginative 
thinking, had dried up. The power of ener- 
egtic action seemed to have been lost. 


Former Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
writes these words in the current Harper’s, and 
it is obvious at a glance that they are ex parte 
words from an interested source. Having a vested 
interest in the foreign policy ideas which he 
carriéd out in the Truman Administration, Mr. 
Acheson quite naturally regards them highly, 
and understandably might regard those of his 
successor as somewhat inferior. 

Without attempting to decide whether Mr. 
Acheson is right in contending that Democrats 
provide a better source of foreign policy ideas 
than Republicans, thoughtful Americans should 
nevertheless ask themselves seriously whether 
our country is in fact adequately meeting the 


—_._.. challenge of today’s world situation. This is not 


a matter of which party is in power, so much as 
it is a matter of adapting both strategy and tac- 
tics in foreign policy to the new elements in that 
world situation, 

* + * 

The principal new element is, as James Reston 
pointed out in The New York Times, the move- 
ment of the cold war “from the arena of power 
into the arena of ideas.” As atomic stalemate and 
a slow relaxation of tensions make increasingly 
unlikely the resort to war as a means of settling 
disputes, Washington policy-makers are becoming 
more acutely aware, says Mr. Reston, “of the 
need to redefine the policies and ideals which 
motivate the United States in this new phase of 
the world conflict.” 

To wage a war of ideas with weapons designed 
for a contest of armed power would be as futile 
as to seek military superiority with non-military 
resources. And if the years ahead are to witness 
a peaceful contest between East and West, rather 
than the test of sheer power which once seemed 
in prospect, we face a need to retool our think- 
ing and our foreign policy to cope with this new 
situation, 

Certainly the weeks since the summit confer- 
ence have demonstrated that the Soviet Union, 
behind the “big smile,” intends to go right on 
competing hard for the extension of its influence 
and the strengthening of its national position. 
The “spirit of Geneva” does not mean, for the 
Russians, that the ideological and power struggle 
has ended. But it could mean that they have de- 
cided to use primarily non-military methods of 
advancing their ends. If so, we need to make 
sure that we are adequately prepared to engage 
in the contest in this new form.

Secretary Dulles has continued and indeed 
elaborated Secretary Acheson's policy of seek- 
ing to contain Communism by a chain of military 
defense alliances. But the Southeast Asia pact 
is not preventing the increase of Communist in- 
fluence in Southeast Asia, and the Middig East 
pact has not prevented a dangerous intrusion 
of Soviet influence into the Arab world, De- 
Yensive postures are not enough. Military al- 
liances are not enough. 

And the need is not for propaganda techniques 
so much as it is for ideas. For example, how can 
we prove that our anti-colonial tradition is alive 
today, and that the Soviets are not. the sole 
champions of self-government which they spuri- 
ously claim to be? How can we demonstrate our 
devotion to the liberties we traditionally stand 
for, but sometimes forget? How can we show our 
awareness of the economic unity of the world, 
and our readiness to co-operate in a fair distri- 
bution of. economic welfare? 

It is not as Democrats or Republicans, but 
as Americans, that we need to seek the answers 
to these questions. For unless the right answers 
are found, we may see the Communists gain by 
peaceful contest what they were unable to gain 
by force.

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Delegation Has Its Limits 

New ways of relieving President Eisenhower 
of presidential duties are being studied under 
the direction of Attorney General Brownell, 
according to Washington reports. 

It appears to be no secret that Mr. Brownell 
and other Administration leaders have two pur- 
poses in thus trying to reduce the President's 
work load. On the one hand they want to 
make things as easy as possible for him when 
he gets back to his desk in Washington, and on 
the other, they would like to demonstrate that 
the routine of the job can be cut down suf- 
ficiently so that he might consider running for 
a second term. 

Most Americans will sympathize with the 
general objective of whittling down the mechan- 
ical duties of the presidency. Presidents are 
not really elected to sign papers, but to make 
decisions. If the paper signing can be curtailed 
to allow more time for decision making, well 
and good. 

But the real obstacle to any wholesale dele- 
gation of substantive powers is that a con- 
scientious President cannot co-operate in such 
a surrender of his responsibilities. For example, 
one power which Mr. Brownell is said to consider 
delegating is the presidential review of court- 
martials involving the death penalty or the 
future of high officers. 

To deny presidential review is to impair the 
rights of persons under trial by court martial.

Next Wednesday the country will be reading 
the mayoral election returns from Philadelphia, 
Indianapolis and several other important cities 
to see what 1956 signs may be read from the 
results.

The race for Mayor in Philadelphia invites

Almost everyone in Philadelphia thinks that 
Mayor Clark would be re-elected easily if he 
were running again.

He has 
‘stepped aside in favor of the Democratic Dis- 
trict Attorney, Richardson Dilworth, Yale gradu- 
ate. Actually it was Mr. Dilworth, a World 
War II marine, who started the Philadelphia 
cleanup. He obtained the Democratic nomina- 
tion for Mayor in 1947 because the tired Demo 
cratic top commgnd figured he would lose 
anyway. He did lose, but he made a lot of 
friends and laid the basis for the runaway 
victories that he won for District Attorney and 
Joseph S. Clark, a Harvard Phi Beta Kappa and 
World War II Air Force officer, won for Mayor 
in 1951. 

One of the Dilworth disclosures led a corrupt

Let Us Go to Hastings 


William T. Polk in “Southern Accent” 


William T. Polk is well-known on this 
page. His delightful editorials from the 
Greensboro (N.C.) Daily News have fre- 
quently been reprinted here. A one- 
time room-nate of Thomas Wolfe at 
Harvard, he lived in a century-old house 
without central heating because O. 
Henry had cnce played in the tree in 
the front yard. One of the small sheaf of 
brilliantly humorous short stories from 
Mr. Polk’s pen is included in North Car- 
olina in the Short Story (University of 
North Carolina Press). His book, South- 
ern Accent, was published in 1953 by 
William Morrow & Co. Formerly a 
lawyer, Mr. Polk had been associate 
editor of the Greensboro Daily News 
from 1942 until his death recently in 
Washington, where he had attended a 
meeting of the National Conference of 
Editorial Writers. 


Let us look at the Old South the only 
Way we can look at it, by visiting one of 
the small towns where it still lives. Let 
us go to Hastings. It will take some time 
and trouble, because Hastings is on no 
railroad or main traveled highway or 
airline. Let us drop 
in on the center 
of town, the court- 
house square with 
its English elms 
and butfércups. 

From the court- 
house portico, be- 
tween the two 
middle columns, 
George Washington 
addressed the citi- 
zens of Hastings on 
his Southern tour 
in the late 1700s 
and made entry in 
his private journal Ww)!

that he was “sorry to see that Hastings 
is not keeping up with the march of 
progress.” Old Miss Anabel Carewe, 
descendant of Col. Richard Carewe who 
introduced the distinguished visitor on 
that occasion, has a letter from Gen. 
Washington in the rosewood desk in the 
parlor of her home a couple of blocks 
from the square, but refuses to keep it 
in a safe because it is “only a bread- 
and-butter letter.” ; 

Time in Hastings is not a swiftly mov- 
ing point but a panorama full of color 
and drama stretching back a long way. 

ime is something which the people 
trust and savor as it comes to them. 


In Fairview cemetery just west of 
town is a monument to Gen. Thomas 
Jefferson Grayson (the one who went 
out to Texas, planting legislatures and 
elms on his way). When a life of Gen. 
Sam Houston was published some years 
ago, the people of Hastings, knowing 
that Houston and Grayson had fought 
together for Texan independence, read 
it avidly in expectation that Gen,

Houston would have something nice to 
say about Gen. Grayson, but they were 
shocked to find that all Gen. Houston 
said was, “Gen. Grayson has all the 
qualities of a dog except that of faith- 
fulness.” 

When the big North-South railroad 
came through this section of the state 
back in the old days, the people of 
Hastings wouldn't let it come through 
their town, which happened to be on 
the direct line, so the railroad made a 
detour around it, missing it by three 
miles. But when the people saw that 
the towns on the line were prospering 
they decided to build a railroad of their 
own to connect with the main line. 
Its first conductor, Capt. C. T. Long- 
street, was an imposing figure of a man 
as he stood on the back platform of his 
train composing poetry while the wind 
blew his long white beard over his 
shoulder, disclosing the brass buttons 
on his blue vest. 

He composed poetry only every other 
year. These were the odd (not even) 
years when his train backed into Has- 
tings and he could get the full effect of 
the view and the breeze. If this is not 
quite clear, it should be understood that 
the Hastings train could not turn around 
on its own track. One year it went for- 
ward to the main line and “backed 
back” (as the folks said) into Hastings. 
The next year it reversed the process, 
after visiting the roundhouse on the 
main line, but Capt. Longstreet could 
find no inspiration while backing into 
the main line. He could woo the muse 
only while backing into Hastings. 

It has always been a very informal 
railroad, since it was owned not by a 
soulless corporation but the townspeo- 
ple themselves. It would stop at any 
place to pick up a passenger, provided 
Capt. Longstreet recognized him and 
was not mad with him at the time. 

Miss Laura Hastings once wrote “A 
History of Hastings” in which she re- 
ferred to certain of the inhabitants 
as “good, substantial citizens.” That 
phrase took away their individuality. It 
put them outside the class of old Judge 
Alfred Crabtree who hated so many 
people that he couldn’t keep them 
straight and so he used to sit on his 
porch and ask his wife, “What am I 
mad at that damned scoundrel for, Ma- 
rina?” as his foes passed by, or Charlie 
Taliaferro who was so conceited that 
it got to be a common saying that “God 
Almighty’s overcoat wouldn't make 
Charlie a vest.”

Montgomery visited President 
Eisenhower this weekend in 
Denver and unquestionably the 
two old comrades in command 
talked over Montgomery’s pres- 
ent ideas.

Force, at its most charitable, 
is to say that Montgomery may 
be like the late Gen. Billy 
Mitchell who was right about 
things 20 years ahead of time. 
The President, however. is 
likely to agree closely with him. 

Montgomery's address this 
year will be entitled: ““Organi- 
zation for War in Modern 
Times.” The main explosive 
charge this year is his recom- 
mendation for a single all-en- 
coppassing service, instead of 
three (or four in the United 
States if the Marine Corps is 
counted) and a minister of de- 
fense and chief of staff both 
with authority to decide in case 
ef disagreements among the 
services. 

He would have a War Depart- 
ment instead of four depart- 
ments of the Army, Navy and 
Air Force and Defense. The 
three services would be headed 
by under secretaries to the 
minister of defense. 

The field marshal's reasoning 
is appealing. 

“The separate existence of 
the three services,” he declared 
in London Oct. 12, “results, in 
every nation, in waste of money, 
waste of manpower and waste 
of time.”

The Navy... and Emotions. 

There is an even greater emo- 
tional involvement in the sea 
services.

According to Montgomery, 
is an intermingling of 
functions in modern war. 

“Ground forces support the 
air forces,” he said. “Air forces 
require protection of their 
bases; both are served by ships. 
Navies at sea in war and peace 
are greatly dependent on flying 
machines of many types; in ad- 
dition they can, in many parts 
of the world, participate direct- 
ly in the land-air battle with 
aircraft operated from ships.” 

Because of this intermingling 
of functions it must all “be 
co-ordinated by joint staffs, by 
committees, by agreements be- 
tween services. I would add 
that any agreements reached 
are always compromises, and 
are seldom the best and most 
economical solution.” 

Montgomery recognizes that 
to make a single combined serv- 
ice operate a new type of senior 
officer is required: “One who 
was trained completely inter- 
service from his earliest days.” 

And he recommended that the 
start should be made now by 
combining the military acad- 
emies, staff colleges and other 
service schools. 

3 Points to Back Plan. 

In support of his recommend- 
ation for a single military serv- 
ice the field marshal makes 
three points: 

“First: The tasks of the 
three services are not nearly 


so differentiated as they 
used to be. 
“Second: The advance of 


scientific discovery has pro- 
duced ideas and weapons 
which do not fit neatly into 
the picture of the three serv- 
ices. They tend to unify war- 
like operations and it is more 
important than ever before 
that objective minds should 
examine the application of 
science of war. 

“Third: Our nation is go- 
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No Regrets So Far.

lescence, which is a_ wholly 
modern problem Lord Nel- 
son's flagship, the “Victory,” 


had fought in the British line 
of battle for something like a 
century on the glorious day of 
Trafalgar; and _ five senior 
British naval officers were still 
squabbling about who should 
have the “Victory” when the 
Napoleonic wars ended a good 
many years later. 
Rapid Obsolescence. 

Nowadays, however, the re- 
lentless march of science makes 
any weapon obsolescent before 
it enters full production and 
within five years of going into 
service most aircraft types, for 
instance, must be classed as 
absolutely obsolete. 

This rapid obsolescence of 
arms of all types is combined, 
moreover, with another modern 
trend. Because of the increas- 
ing destructiveness of the ter- 
rible absolute weapons, the im- 
portance of what the war plan- 
ners call ‘“force-in-being”’ is 
also increasing by rapid leaps 
and bounds. 

According to one expert esti- 
mate, the value of force-in- 
being, which is the force you 
have ready to fight on the out- 
break of war, has gone up by 
10 per cent a year compounded 


since 1945 Meanwhile, the 
value of reserve power, such 
as the industrial power this 
country has always relied on, 
has declined proportionately 
Reserve power, in short, has 
ceased to be reliable, while a 
strong force-in-being has be 
come decisively important. 
Two Answers. 

But how to maintain a con 
tinuously strong force-in-being, 
when its arms are continuously 
becoming obsolete? After a pe- 
riod of compromise answers to 
this question under President 
Truman, the Eisenhower de- 


fense planners firmly chose the 
cheaper answer, for budgetary 
reasons. Our system now is to 
leave large parts of our armed 


forces with obsolete arms for 
very long periods, while main- 
taining a research and develop- 
ment program that at least pro 
vides models of truly modern 
arms. 

The Soviets, in contrast, have 


adopted the expensive answer 
The extraordinary character of 
that answer is best illustrated 
by the fighter aircraft story 

At the end of World War JI, 
the Soviet force of fighter air 
craft was a mish-mash of in 
ferior types, large in sumbers,

In other 
words, the entire Soviet fighter 
force-in-being was equipped 
with MIG-15s, with a great 
manv left over for the satel- 
lites 

Even today. a good many 


units of our fighters force are 
still equipped with types in- 
ferior to the F-86, and the F-86 
is still our only fighter in wide 
use that is fit to meet the MIG- 


15 in the air 

Among our allies, the posi- 
tion is still more serious. With 
the danger in the Formosa 
strait rapidly increasing again, 
the Chinese Nationalist § air 
force, for instance, is more 


than half equipped with World 
War II aircraft types that will 
be useless against the jet air- 
craft of the Chinese Commu- 
nists. 

Meanwhile, the Soviets have 
briskly put the MIG-15 on the 
obsolete list. After making the 
gigantic investment needed to 
produce 15,000 of these planes, 
they have written them off for 
their own purpose: 


They are now making an- 
other, equally gigantic invest- 
ment, to re-equip the Soviet 
air force and after. it the satel- 
lite air forces with their new 
“Farmer” day-fighter and 
“Flashlight” nightfighter, which 
are measurably superior to any 
comparable planes we have in 


quantity production 
Dangerous War Surplus. 
It 


is precisely this change- 
over, in turn, which has per- 
mitted the Soviets to. start 
peddling MIG-15s in the places 
where they will make the most 
trouble, such as the Middle 
Kast 
The MIGs, the tanks, and all 
the other weapons the Soviets 
are selling the Egyptians, Syri- 
ans, and Saudi Arabians ‘(and 
now the Afghans and even the 
Yemenites must be added to 
the list) are nothing more nor 
less than war surplus, created 
by the way the Soviets have 
handled the problem of obsoles- 
cence. But these Soviet arms 


that are junk in Russia are also 
good enough to turn the whole 
Middle Eastern balance of 
power completely upside down 
And this is perhaps a warning 
to the West

USINESS surged ahead on 
Beary all fronts this week 
“but there were signs of oc- 
'casional strains and stresses. 
| Business men riding the crest 
of the boom worried about ma- 
terial shortages, ‘‘tight’’ money 


and rising costs. Consumers 
were told to expect higher 
prices. 


| Price hikes were announced 
for a growing number of ma- 
terials and products that go 
into many of the things you 
buy. They included: Steel pipe, 
cement, nickel, platinum, shel- 
lac, and plumbing fixtures. 
Price boosts were requested by 
producers of cane sugar and 
crude oil. They cited higher 
costs of doing business. 


Professional buyers for retail 
stores said higher prices are 
coming soon for dinnerware, 
pots and pans, drapes, curtains, 
| rugs, slip covers, toys, washing 
machines and refrigerators. Re- 
tailers, so far, were holding the 
| line—making every effort to 
avoid passing higher costs on 
to bargain-conscious consumers. 
To keep prices from getting 
too far out of hand, the Gov- 
ernment’s money managers have 
been restricting the amount of 
money available to the nation’s 
banks for lending. New evi- 
dence of this “tight money” pol- 
icy came from several quarters. 
Want to buy a car “on time”? 
Bank rates for consumer install- 
ment loans were jacked up this 
week. The trend was set when 
New York's First National City 
Bank raised its personal loan 
rates for the first time since 
1937. 
Credit Guess. 


Mortgage bankers meeting in 
Los Angeles said credit for fi- 
nancing new homes is increas- 
ingly hard to come by. This 
vear, United States builders will 
have to put up a total of 1,300,- 
000 new homes. Next year the 
total may fall to around 1,100,- 
000. But with credit scarce, 
prices may be lower. 


As for credit in general, the 


best guess seemed to be: Credit | 


will keep on being tight for 
awhile, but it won't get any 
tighter than it is now. The 
Federal Reserve will ease up at 
the first sign of a business 
slowdown, 

The stock market — possibly 
scenting credit relief next year 

came to life again this week, 
bounding ahead on Thursday 
for its biggest gain since mid- 
October. Immediate cause of 
Thursday's rise: News that di- 
rectors of Standard Oil Co. 
(N.J.) had proposed a three-for- 
one split of the common stock. 
Jersey Standard shares shot up 
$7.50 on the day—indicating a 
paper profit of nearly half a 
billion dollars for the big oil 
company’s 300,000 stockholders. 


Boom Signals. 
Other boom signals: 


The steel industry, straining 
at 98 per cent of capacity, 
reached for a weekly produc- 
tion total of 2,368,000 tons. The 
week before, with operations at 
100 per cent, production hit an 
all-time high of 2,413,000. 

The auto industry swung into 
the hottest production race in 
its history. Output for the week 
was scheduled at 174,000 cars, 
with Ford and Chevrolet each 
building more than 40,000. 


Retail sales contmued on the 
upbeat. Merchants 


stocked up 
for their biggest Christmas sea- 
son yet as department store 


sales topped the high levels of 
a year ago by a hefty eight per 
cent. A thumping 10 per cent 
gain in October sales was re- 
ported by Sears Roebuck. 

There was good news about 
jobs and payrolls. Commerce 
Secretary Sinclair Weeks said 
the Government's latest batch 
of employment figures (for Oc- 
tober) will show “another siz- 
able increase in jobs.” Said 
Weeks: “An assuring fact is 
that the number of adult work- 
ers—the ‘breadwinner’ class, 25 
years of age or over—reached 
an all-time record high.” 

Business Expansion. 

Business expansion still made 
headlines. The New York Cen- 
tral Railroad said it is placing 
one of the biggest orders in 
history for new freight cars—a 
total of 14,750. If all are de- 
livered, the order will come to 
nearly 118 million dollars. 

A tip-off on whit’s cooking 
in the automobile industry was 
given by Ford Motor Co. Chair- 
man Ernest R. Breech. Without 
citing specific figures (dollar 
earnings of this family-owned 
corporation have never been 
publicly reported), Breech said 
Ford's profits for the first nine 
months of 1955 were greater 
than those of any previous full 
year. ‘Ford’s competitor, 
| Chrysler Corp., this week said 
its nine month-earnings soared 
to $70,637,012 from the $3,724,- 
383 a year earlier.)

NEW YORK, Nov, 5 (AP)— 
Prices continued to 
wards on numerous construc- 
tions in the cotton textile mar- 
ket during the past week.

Uncertainty as to final settle- 
ment of the labor trouble kept 
United States consumers on 
edge. The Chilean threat came 
just when consumers were hop- 
ing that supply and demand 
could be brought into balance 
in coming weeks. 

Copper supplies have been 
short since mine shutdowns 
here and abroad earlier this 
year and last. Chile accounts 
for about 30 per cent of world 
production. outside the United 
States and ships considerable 
tonnage here.

23. 


Akins, who is having a very 
successful year, wanted the 
; match with Martinez very 
- badly. He had agreed to take 
only a nominal fee for m-et- 
l ing the boy who is rated just 
below him in the standings 
but the International Boxing 
Club put in Chris Christensen 
of Denmark instead of Akins. 


That caused Virgil and his 
handlers considerable an- 
guish. They thought that 
Akins should have had that 
spot on the nationally tele- 
cast program and probably he 
should have. 

Instead of that the 1.B.C. 
signed him .to meet Isaac 
Logart of Cuba in a return 
bout in Madison Square Gar- 
den. New York, on Dec. 2. 
Akins defeated Logart on de- 
cision when they met at St. 
Nicholas Arena, New York, 
on August 8, last. 

All of this means a build- 
up to important matches for 
Akins later in the winter sea- 
s0n. 

As long ago as last June, 
1.B.C. officials said that 
Akins loomed large in their 
plans for the winter season, 
particularly with regard to 
matches in St. Louis and 
hinted rather strongly that if 
all went well with the St. 
Louis welterweight he might 
figure in a title match prob- 
ably by next March or April 
at the Oakland avenue build- 
ing. 
The trouble with boxing is 
that there are not enough 
boxers to go around for the 
many television programs and 
on the other hand there are 
not enough opportunities for 
young boxers to work to 
enable them to advance to 
top ranking. 

There are several good boys 
in this area who are having 
trouble getting enough bouts 
to boost them along the cham- 
pionship trail. 

Among them is Charles 
“Sonny” Liston, a really good 
7 heavyweight who has had few 
contests. He defeated all his 
opponents in the professional 
: ranks, except one, then re- 
versed the verdict over that 
one in a later meeting. 

But Liston is the kind of 
boxer who needs lots of work 
and he’s not getting it. 

The same thing is true of 
Jesse Bowdry and Joe Rey- 
nolds. Also equally true of 
many boxers in other parts 
of the country. 

Critics believe that it 
be up to the I1.B.C. to 
sidize smaller elubs as 
“farms” for their TV talent 
and it is reported that the 
1.B.C. is thinking of reopen- 
ing the Ridgewood Club in 
New York with that purpose 
, in view. 

In the past the 1. B.C. has 
tried the idea and always 
with losses, but even so these 
losses may be necessary to 
maintain the larger picture,

they turn on their sets.

He forgot, of course, that 
there have been numerous 
real good ones of late and 
picked on the one which dis- 
pleased him. 

That’s a natural reaction. 
But the Bobby Boyd-George 
Johnson scrap the other night 
should have gone far to re- 
habilitate the telecast fights. 
It was a real hot one. 

Johnson came back after 
being almost out in the first 
round to put Boyd on the 
deck in the sixth only to have 
Bobby get up and batter 
Johnson so severely that the 
referee stopped the fight in 
the eighth to give "Boyd a 
TKO. 

The two bouts scheduled 
during the coming week pit 
Johnny Saxton, former 
welterweight champion of the 
world, against Ralph “Tiger” 
Jones over KTVI, channel 36 
Wednesday night and Car- 
mela Costa against Joey 
Lopes over KSD-TV, channel 
5, Friday night. 

There are other promising 
contests coming up during 
the next few weeks, among 
them two championship bouts. 

In one of them, Basilio op- 
poses Tony De Marco of Bos- 
ton at Boston on Nov. 30 for 
the 147-pound crown. 

Their first contest, in 
which Basilio won the title 
from De Marco, has been 
rated by many critics as the 
greatest match seen on tele- 
vision since telecasting of box- 
ing became popular. It is 
hardly likely that the second 
bout can approach the first 
for interest, but it might. 

Then on Dec. 9, Sugar 
Ray Robinson attempts to 
win back the middleweight 
title from Carl “Bobo” Ol- 
son at Chicago.

Rickover’s Speech. 

So say the Pentagon planners 
who recommend careful reading 
of a recent speech, one of his 
very few, by R. Adm. Hyman 
George Rickover, who made 
the Nautilus type of atomic- 
powered vessels a realty. 

Rickover cited the two basic 
principles of waging naval war: 

Keep the potential battlefield 
away from thé homeland. This 
calls for ability to mount a 
sustained operation. 

Keep the position of the 
launching point undisclosed. 
This requires mobility. 

“Stated simply,” said Rick- 
over, “a naval vessel is a mobile 
platform for firing shells, for 
launching planes and missiles, 
or for sending or receiving men, 
munitions, fuel and intelligence. 

“This platform can be on the 
surface or below the surface 
of the ocean.” 

“With nuclear planes we can 
now go where we want, when 
we want,” he added. “It is thus 
clear that we can now have 
platforms which can move on or 
below the surface of the sea 
and which are self-sustaining in 
fucl.” 

A nuclear-powered Navy task 
force of the future, with its 
enemy detection and killer de- | 
vices, could control an area of | 
60,000 square miles while dis- | 
persed over an ocean area as | 
large as the state of Maine, he 
said. |

tween the Air Force, with fixed 
bases and long-range bombers, | 
and the Navy with moving car- 
rier bases. He did say that, “I 
believe a mobile sea base has a 
far greater chance of survival 
than a fixed land base.” 
First True Submarine. 

Speaking of the Nautilus, he 
called it “the first true sub- | 
marine. ... designed to steam 
faster under water than on the 
surface.” Congress has au- 
thorized a fleet of seven more 
such boats. 

Since first putting to sea last 
Jan. 17, the Nautilus has 
steamed more than 23,000 miles, 
more than half of it submerged, 
Rickover said. In trials it went 
from New London, Conn., to 
San Juan, Puerto Rico, 1300 
miles, in 84 hours—totally sub- 
merged all the way. 

That was ten times as far as 
any submarine had traveled un- 
derwater before. Its average 
speed for the entire trip was 
16 knots, the first time any sub- 
marine had kept up such a 


speed submerged for more than | 


one hour. 

The land-based prototype of 
the Nautilus atomic engine is 
only now being refueled for the 
first time after being in nearly 
continuous operation for two 
and one-half years, he said, and 
added, speaking of future Navy 
engines: 

“Our aim is to design nuclear 
power plants which can last for 
an entire war without being 
refueled.”

New P.O. 
Station 
Opening 


The Post Office Departnfent’'s 
new building at 3415 North 
Kingshighway boulevard, just 


north of the Public Schol Sta- 
dium, will start the first full 
phase of its multiple operations 
tomorrow, Postmaster Bernard 
F. Dickmann reports. 

The station has been named 
after a prominent St. Louisan, 
Charles Nagel, who was a mem- 
ber of President Taft's Cabinet 
and served in the capacity of 
Secretary of Commerce and La- 
bor from 1909 to 1913. He died 
in 1940. 

Postmaster Dickmann point- 
ed out that the opening tomor- 
row will be strictly a post of- 
fice operation and that the sta- 
tion will not be open to the 
public until sometime in Janu- 
ary.. Then every post office 
facility will be available and in 
full operation for the public. 

Speed Operations. 

Conveyor belt facilities for 
handling of bulk parcel post, 
experimental drive-in window 
service, fluorescent lighting, 
streamlining of the lobby in the 
manner of modern bank con- 
struction, and air-conditioning 
are some of the features that 
will be provided. A back plat: 
form, 250 feet long, will accom- 
modate 30 trucks at one time. 
Parking facilities for patrons 
will be available on the entire 
Kingshighway front’ when the 
building is opened to the public 

next year. 

With the establishment of 
this station another step has 
been taken in the over-all de- 
centralization plan set up by the 
Post Office Department. This 
will eventually take much of 
the work load. away from the 
Main Office and distribute it 
to outlying areas. Incoming par- 
cel post and collections will be 
the only manhandling opera- 
tions that will take place at 
this station until after the first 
of the year. The parcel post 
will be separated within the sta- 
tion to an initial 38 parcel post 
routes, representing one-third 
of all parcel post incoming mail 
handled in all St. Louis postal 
districts. The mail collected on 
22 truck collection routes from 
street letter boxes will be tran- 
shipped on one truck to the 
Main Office for processing. 

Save Travel Time. 

Eventually there will be 84 
trucks that will be garaged and 
based permanently on a. large 
parking auxiliary garage area 
adjacent to the station proper. 
Over 600 miles per day travel 
time will be saved by moving 
these trucks from their present 
post office garage at Eighteenth 
street and Clark avenue. Some 
60 hours per day in driver time 
will be saved by the drivers of 
these trucks which will enable 
them to use that much more 
time at delivering mail, Dick- 
mann said. Apart from the par- 
cel post trucks that will be ga- 
raged there, trucks for mounted 
routes and collection § trucks 
will make this their home base 

The new “Charles Nagel Sta- 
tion” wags constructed for the 
Lex-Way Corporation, the les- 
sor, by the Brockmeyer Con- 
struction Company.

Turning to Government par-

_ the real estate business. During | 


these areas: medical facilities, 
schools and colleges, trailer 
parks, hoysing for old people, 
ete.

The best example, of course, 
is its use in the laundry. Every 
homemaker knows that the hot- 
ter the water, the whiter the 
clothes. With the temperature 
control of your automatic gas 
water heater pushed up to 160 
degrees, your washing machine 
can really do a job on soiled 
clothes. It’s the modern substi- 
tute for boiling clothes in a cop- 
per boiler, says the Gas Appli- 
ance Manufacturers Association, 
and much more convenient. 


Dishwashing is another chore 
that demands hot water to cut 
the grease, but even if your 
hands can’t tolerate much heat, 
you can always rinse the dishes 
clean in scalding water without 
even moistening your finger- 
tips. Stack the dishes in the 
drainer, place the drainer in the 
sink and let the hot water play 
over every dish. By the time

streak. 

Cleaning your gas range is a 
cinch when there’s plenty of 
hot water flowing from the tap.

In cooking, too, hot water can 
be a real help. The baking time 
of potatoes can be cut almost 
in half by soaking them in hot 
water for five minutes before 
placing them in your oven— 
another economy aid. 

Cake baking, too, can be ex- 
pedited with hot water. Run hot 
water over your mixer blades 
before creaming cold shortening 
and you won't be troubled with 
elogged blades, a nuisance with 
which every homemaker is 
familiar. 

These are only a few of the 
140 uses of hot water you never 
think about, although studies 
have proved conclusively that 80 
per cent of all the water used 
in the average home is hot 
water. Surprising as this may 
seem, the percentage is in- 
creasing yearly, now that an in- 
creasing number of two-bath- 
room homes are being built. 

It is important to equip homes 
with properly sized, thermostat-

CHIEF GETS ULCER 
UST WAITING 


Harry E. Roderick 
Knows System Must 
Work First Time and 
Well. 


BATTLE CREEK, Mich., Nov. 
5 (AP)—An electrical engineer 
is spending almost every wak- 
ing hour fashioning an ;intri- 
cate alarm system he hopes will 
be used. 


But should the moment ar- 
rive when the system is needed, 
the future of the United States 
may depend on how well it 
operates. 

The man is Harry E. Roder- 
ick, 42 years old, director of 
the attack warning division at 
Federal Civil Defense Admin- 
istration headquarters here. The 
system is a nationwide network 
to warn America’s civilian popu- 
lation of approaching enemy 
planes. 

Like a parachute, the warn- 
ing net must be one that will 
work the first time. Atomic 
warfare offers no margin of 
error. 

Roderick believes it will work. 
But the gnawing realization 
that any slip could mean thou- 
sands of deaths has added a 
gray tinge to his brown hair, 

en him an ulcer, and keeps 
him near a telephone 24 hours 
a day. 

Specific Responsibility. 

By law, Federal Civil Defense 
has the specific responsibility 
of the “dissemination of warn- 
ing to the civilian population” 
in the event of an enemy attack. 
The Air Force has its own 
warning system for the mill- 
tary. But so far as the aver- 
age citizen is concerned, the 
alert, if it comes, will 
sounded by FCDA. 

Naturally, Roderick and his 
crew of hand-picked attack 
warning officers work in close 
co-operation and consultation 
with the Air Force. 

Roderick’s men.are stationed 
at each of the 12 (soon to be 
16) air defense divisions and 
the three Air Defense Force 
headquarters in the United 
States. His officers at divi- 
sional headquarters have at 
their fingertips telephone cir- 
cuits that tie them directly to 
200 key points throughout the

Actually, the alert lasted only 
four minutes. “But it was a 
long four minutes,” Roderick 
recalls. 

A native of Evansville, Wis., 
Roderick’s experience in attack 
warning operations dates back 
to pre-Pearl Harbor days. In 
1938, three years after 
graduation from the University 
of Wisconsin with a degree in 
electrical engineering, he took 
a special Army Signal Corps 
course. When he was called to 
active Army duty in 1940 (with 
a lieutenant’s commission from 
college ROTC) he was assigned 
to assist in setting up an air 
defense and attack warning sys- 
tem for the United States. At 
that time the Army had only 
the experience of Great Britain 
to guide it in establishing a 
warning network. Roderick 
traveled throughout the nation 
on the job. He left the service 
with the rank of lieutenant 
colonel, and now is a full 
colonel in the Air Force Re- 


serve. 
The ground-breaking job 
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There isn’t a typical day for 
Roderick. When he goes to 
work he may have to delve into 
the question of whether to 
place an attack warning officer 
in Alaska, discuss mutual] at- 
tack warning measures with 
Canadian officals, locate an 
identification card for one of 
his officers in the field, ap- 
prove the relocation of com- 
munications equipment — or 
operate the FCDA headquarters 
warning net in a “yellow alert.”

These key points are 
located in such places as state 
police and sheriff headquarters

It is from these points that an 
alert would be spread to local 
residents. 

In addition, a national net- 
work ties the FCDA officers at 
air defense divisions with FCDA 
headquarters and the agency's 
seven regional offices.

200 keypoints is tested daily on | 


a routine schedule. Two or 
three times a week surprise 
tests are held. 


Weakness in System. 


But the weakness in the sys- 
tem—and Roderick is the first 
to admit it—is that regular 
tests are not held all the way 
down to the 3700 sub-key- 
points. Some states, notably 
California, hold daily tests; 
others hold them less‘ frequent- 
ly but on a regular basis; some 
rarely conduct tests: 

The weakness may be traced 
to the basic philosophy behind 
the original Federal Civil De- 
fense Act which placed the de- 
fense agency in an advisory 
capacity in its relationships 
with state and local govern- 
ments, giving the agency much 
of the responsibility for civil 
defense but no command au- 
thority. 


Roderick and his staff eet 


stantly urge local units to par- 
ticipate in tests, and he feels 
such efforts are showing results.

| The FCDA warning system is 
geared to go into operation the 
moment the Air Force sounds 
an alert. By actual test Roder-

Trip to Deep Ozarks

T seems as though, during the fine weather of the past 
| woeis never a day passes but what several cars pull in 

the road to Possum Trot Farm. Their owners tell us they 
are put to enjoy the beauty of the Ozark countryside on our 
recommendation and, of- 
tener than not, produce a 
dog-eared Possum Trot 
column of by-gone days 
which suggests a visit to 
the land of the big springs. 
Many of these visitors are

So one day last week 
when the last patch of 
wheat was finished and the 
big jobs caught up for the

all piled in the yard beside the car we were, as we've been 
for years, amazed that it could take so much gear to go 
camping for a couple of nights in the woods.

@ THERE WAS a bit more daylight here where the hol- 
low broadened out and we set to work swiftly to make camp.

Fortunately there was a wealth of wood ready at 
hand for the campfire, so we built two; one for cooking 
| and one for heat and light. Then I got up the tent while

AT LAST I LOOKED AT MY WATCH and discovered— 
and again, this is a thing which always surprises us when 
we're camping—that it was only 8 o'clock.

But we’d been up since 
daylight, I'd ridden the tractor for five Hours before start- 
ing out and Ginnie had worked hard pulling the camp gear 
together, so we decided it was-bedtime.

Religious Retreat 
For Teen-Age Boys 


"Out Here,’ Says One of Them, "You 
Get Away From City Life and All It 
Means, and You Can Think Things Out''— 
Run by Christian Brothers College

SAT on a hilltop and talked 
| 0 a 16-year-old boy who tried 

to tell me what goes on in 
the troubled mind of a teen- 
ager. 

The setting was conducive to 
soul searching and revelation. 
It was a beautiful autumn day 
and the surrounding hills were 
a symphony of color—the brown 
and gold of the oak trees, the 
deep green of the cedars and 
now and then a maple which 
seemed to have burst into flame. 
The sky was ble and a gentle 
breeze stirred the tall grass on 
the hillside. 


The only sound which broke 
the stillness came from a group 
of other teen-age boys who 
were playing foétball on a field 
at the bottom of the hill. On 
the other side of the hill was 
a small, still lake where two 
boys in a boat were trying 
with quiet patience to catch a 
fish. 


The 16-year-old was nearing 
the close of a three-day retreat, 
during which he had had, for 
the first time in his life, the 
time, the atmosphere and the 
encouragement to meditate, 
with some perspective, on the 
relationship of a teen-ager to 
himself, his family and to s0- 
ciety in general. 


“I don't know whether teen- 
agers have as many fears and 
tensions as people think they 
do,” he was saying, “but they 
have plenty of them. Some of 
the boys worry about moral 
problems, you know, about 
what’s right and wrong when 
they have dates, and others 
worry about the future, I guess 
what ‘you'd call facing the 
grown-up world. 


“But out here you get away 
from the city life and all it 
means, and you can think things 
out. And if you get stuck, you've 
got the priest and the brothers 
to talk to, and they know more 
about us than we know our- 
selves. I think it's been a good 
experience, and I know the 
other guys think so, too.”

OR three days this boy and 

33 other teen-agers from 

Christian Brothers College 
had been at Vaugirard, a se- 
cluded spot in Jefferson county 
some 34 miles from St. Louis, 
and far off the highway, where 
they had spent their time in 
prayer, meditation and counsel- 
ing, with some recreation to 
work off their nervous energy. 

Vaugirard gets its name after 
a small town near Paris, France, 
where the first Christian Broth- 
ers Retreat House was located 
in the middle of the 17th cen- 
tury. The name is very appro- 
priate, because this Vaugirard 
is the first retreat, so far as the 
Christian Brothers know—and 
their order has been dedicated 
to educating boys for 300 years 
—designed solely for boys in 
their teens. 


The idea grew from a dream 
of the late Brother Damian, 
who was head of Christian 
Brothers College here from 1938 
to 1944. He felt that boys as 
well as adults—or perhaps even 
more than adults — needed 
closed oe to foster a posi- 
tive spirituality. , 


“Out of Brother Damian's 
ideas,” says Brother I. Conrad, 
present head of the college, 
“we all came to believe that 
if teen-agers were given the 
chance, under right conditions 
and sympathetic guidance, they 
would figure out a lot of things 
on their own and would learn 
the value of independent think- 
ing, something they've never 
had the chance to do. 


“We feel that teen-agers who 
are getting so much criticism, 
some of it deserved and some 
undeserved, if given a chance 
for real constructive thinking, 
will be able to find themselves 
and benefit immeasurably.” 


Brother Damian's dream be- 
gan to come true two years ago 
when the estate of the late Tom 
English, a wealthy real estate 
broker, became available. Eng- 
lish, when he was ready to re- 
tire, built a home with 16 bed- 
rooms, two living rooms, sun 
parlors and so on, on a remote 
320-acre tract, three miles off 
Highway 30, in the area known 
as Cedar Hills. He dammed a 
spring to make a small lake, 
built a half dozen sheds and 
other small buildings, and was 
going to spend his declining 
years raising chickens. But six 
months after the place was fin- 
ished, in 1950, he was killed in 
an automobile accident. 

His son, Thomas English Jr., 
had graduated from C.B.C., and 
in the settlement of the estate, 
he offered it for sale to the 
school at much less than its 
actual value. The school had no 


the Fathers’ Club, raised a fund 
of around $100,000. 


Then the fathers and the stu- 
dents undertook the job of re- 
modeling the estate into a re- 
treat. The house itself was 
idéally suited to the purpose. 
Made of brick and concrete, it 
seemed to have been built for 
the purpose, with all its bed- 
rooms, and seven baths. A 
storeroom was made into a 
kitchen, and partitions were 
torn out to make the old kitch- 
en and nearby space into a din- 
ing hall. A large sun room on 
the main floor is now a chapel, 
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ATHERS and boys spent Sat- 

urdays and holidays for near- 

ly two years digging ditches 
to lay water pipes, bulldozing a 
latge area to make a flat ath- 
letic field, turning one of the 
out-buildings into an attractive 
five-room cottage for the care- 
taker and his wife, and plant- 
ing trees around the place. 


With the help of the Moth- 
ers’ Club they redecorated the 
interior, hung attractive dra- 
peries and furnished it through- 
out. There are two lounges, or 
drawing rooms, one on each 
floor, handsomely furnished 
with easy chairs and sofas. The 
bedrooms contain bunk | beds, 
sometimes as many as four to 
a room, which makes for crowd- 
ed living, but no one complains, 
And too, the boys are in their 
rooms only from 10 p.m. until 
7 a.m., when the day begins. 


This is the second year of 
retreats at Vaugirard. Last year 
some 600 boys from the school 
made the retreat, and the 
school, the parents and also 
the boys pronounce it an un- 
qualified success. The boys look 
forward to their turn, and al- 
most without exception they en- 
ter into the spirit and make 
the most of it. Of the 600 boys 
who were there last year, only 
four caused trouble. They were 
promptly bundled up and taken 
home. 


Only juniors and. seniors at 
the school are eligible for the 
retreat. They go a classroom at 
a time, accompanied by their 
home room teacher. In the 
group when I was there were 
34 boys, all seniors. 


They arrive usually in late 
afternoon, and the first thing 
they do is get acquainted with 
schedule and procedures. Each 
boy finds himself assigned to 
a task. The list is on the wall, 
headed “Retreat Job Assign- 
ments,” and it includes bell 
ringer, prayer reader, mass 
servers, dusting and arranging 
chapel, dusting parlors, sweep- 
ing and dusting the lounges, 
sweeping the stairs, carrying 
out trash barrels, dust-mopping 
under beds, cleaning wash 
basins and closing windows and 
putting out lights. Opposite 
each task is the name of one or 
more boys, and all share in the 
work.

ACH boy is given a mimeo- 

graphed sheet of Retreat Di- 

rections, which points out at 
the very beginning that a re- 
treat is a time for thinking and 
praying and getting close to 
God, so no cards, radios and so 
forth. 


Forbidden are cookies, can- 
dies and chewing gum. It is 
pointed out that it is hardly 
courteous to our Lord to chew 
gum in chapel. Smoking is al- 
lowed only at certain times of 
the day, and only in the lounges. 


Out of bounds are the kitch- 
en, the refrigerator room, and 
bedrooms except during sleep- 
ing hours and when changing 
clothes for recreation. The boys 
are reminded to take their 
shoes off before climbing into 
upper bunks, and that towels 
are not bathmats. They are also 
reminded there is no retreat 
without silence and that talk- 
ing must be restricted to talking 
perieds and even then should 
be subdued. 


The day begins at 7 o'clock 
when the morning bell rings. 
Morning prayers are at 7:30, 
and Mass and Holy Communion 
at 7:45. Breakfast is at 8:15, 
after which each boy makes his 
bed, then all do the chores as- 
signed to them. At 9:15 they 
listen to a brief talk in the 
chapel, followed by a reading

Rosary is at 10 a.m. and at 
10:30 they listen to an instruc- 
tional talk by one of the broth- 
ers. The talks are aimed right 
at the problems of teen-agers, 
and couched in the kind of 
language teen-agers understand. 
Brother Laurence Matthias, 
*“F.S.C., who was in charge of 
this retreat, was giving a morn- 
ing talk: 

“Learn to look squarely at 
your own character defects,” he 
was telling the boys. “Are you 
a hard person to live with, at 
home or at school? What are 
the things that make you a hard 
person to live with? When you 
find out what they are, make 
up your mind you are going to 
work against them. If you hold 
a grudge against someone, stop 
and analyze it and see if it is 
really his fault or yours. Then 
make it a point to say same- 
thing pleasant to that person 
every day. 

“Another difficulty teen-agers 
have—some individuals get too

big for their britches. They want 
the privileges of an adult, but 
not the responsibility that goes 
with it. You say, ‘why can't I 
have a car, everyone else has 
one,’ and ‘why can't'I stay out 
late at night, everyone else gets 
to;’ which, if you will admit it, 
is just a lot of ballyhoo.”

ROM 11:30 to 12, the boys 
Fecan read, walk around the 

grounds, sit on the bank of 
the lake, or whatever else they 
would like to do as long as it 
is quiet and reflective. 


Lunch is at 12:30 and the 
food is one of the things the 
boys brag about. Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert A. Jenkins of St. Louis 
are caretakers and cooks, and 
they serve up dishes such as 
beef stew, fried chicken with 
potatoes and gravy and plenty 
of milk. Jenkins, who used to 
be a chef at a St. Louis hotel, 
is still amazed at the amount 
of food a gang of teen-age 
boys can put away. 

“One group of 28 boys,” he 
said in tones of wonder and 
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admiration, “drank 58 gallons of 
milk in eight meals. They hold 
the record. For milk, that Is. 
The food record is held by a 
group of 21 boys who ate 14 
pounds of sausage at one sit- 
ting.” 


The boys eat at six tables, 
five and six to a table, and 
while they are eating they 
maintain silence while one of 
the boys reads aloud. Vocal 
silence, that is. The reader has 
a hard time making himself 
heard against the natural noises 
which arise when 34 hungry 
boys are eating. 


After lunch they have an 
hour and a half of relaxation, 
which to most of the boys 
means a game of football. The 
star of the game that day was 
their priest, the Rev. David 
Walsh, who shed his vestments 
for a sport shirt and an old pair 
of trousers and showed the boys 
how to make an end run. 

The afternoon is devoted to 
more reading and talks by the 
brothers. After the evening 
meal, they make the Stations of

“We just talk about every- 
thing.” one of the boys said, 
“like what's right and wrong 
when you have dates, and how 
a guy should behave at home 
to his parents, and just every- 
thing you would talk about at 
a bull session.” 


After Holy Hour and Bene- 
diction, everyone gets a bed- 
time snack which has been laid 
out by Mr. and Mrs. Jenkins, 
usually plenty of milk and 
cookies. Then night prayers and 
bed at 6:30. 


“Man,” one of the boys told 
me, “the sleep is wonderful. 
You get so much more of it 
than you do at home, mainly, I 
guess, because here there's no 
one to argue with about when 
to go to bed. You go to bed, and 
that’s that.”

HICH, as a matter of fact, 

bears out the attitude of 

the Christian Brothers to- 
ward handling teen-agers. 

“There have been many 
schools of thought,” says Broth- 
er Conrad, “about what might 
be called child psychology. It 
swings far in one direction, and 
then far in another. In our 
order, and we have devoted our~ 
selves to the mental and 
spiritual welfare of boys for 
several centuries, we have 
never deviated. We've always 
been tough. 

“I don't mean tough in the 
sense of being mean or cruel. 
But you talk to any teen-ager 
and you will find that he re- 
spects and admires and realizes 
the value of firm teaching. The 
easy-going, popular type of 
teacher who wants to be one of 
the boys is respected for what 
he is worth, and nothing more, 
The same applies to parents. Al- 
though they are the last in the 
world to admit it, teen-agers 
like to be told what to do. 

“Out here the supervision {% 
nominal. Nobody bawls anybody 
out. But if a boy doesn't enter 
into the spirit and idea of the 
place, he is sent home. It hardy 
ly ever happens.” .

Hardly the Orthodox Movie Queen 


Barbara Rush, Who Became Overnight Star in One Film, Is Unusual in Several Ways

HOLLYWOOD, Noy. 5. — 
HE studio biographies said 
T there was nothing “offbeat” 
about this tall, hazel-eyed 

beauty named Barbara Rush. 
“She had a normal growing- 


up period, went to school, had 
her early dramatic experience 
at the famed Pasadena Play- 
house, through that acquired a 
few movie roles, then was 
promptly signed by Universal- 
International,” the biogs said. 
They annodunced also that 
“there has never been any 
heart-break” in her life, 


It's true that Barbara early 
won recognition for her acting 
ability, and went straight into 
the movies without wearing her 
heels down pavement pounding. 
It’s strictly on the level that 
after a number of adventure 
pictures she became an over- 
night star in “Magnificent Ob- 
session,” in which sie played 
the step-daughter and close 
companion of Jane Wyman. 
That film also made a star of 
Rack Hudson. 


But Barbara's life so far— 
she’s 28—and her personality 
and opinions aren't quite as or- 
thodox as the studio publicists 
think. 

She's extraordinary in several 
ways. Any Hollywood actress 
is highly unusual who can in- 
telligently debate the issue, 
“We Resolve to Deplere the In- 
fluence of Freud in the Thea- 
ter.” Incidentally, she took the 
negative side (and won) in a 
panel headed by her friend, 
Professor David Sievers, former 
St. Louisan who now heads the 
drama department at Long 
Beach State College. Sievers has 
recently published an able book 
on the subject.

E were having lunch when 
Wi asked her whether she 

wanted to be a great ac- 
tress. She stopped eating for a 
moment, Thoughtfully she re- 
plied: 

“You know, you've asked me 
something that I’ve asked my- 
self a good many times lately. 
I don’t want to be a great ac- 
tress at the cost of personal 
stability and happiness. I don’t 
even want to WANT it so much 
that I would go around feeling 
frustrated and unhappy. You 
see what I mean?” 


She shook her black hair im- 
petuously and tried again. 


“You can get awfully in- 
volved in a great personal 
drive toward such a goal. Many 
people say you even have to 
suffer greatly in order to 
achieve acting greatness.

As a child, Barbara had lit- 
tle chance to grow roots in any 
one place. Her father was a 
corporation lawyer for a large 
mining company, a job that 
kept the family almost constant- 
ly on the move between min- 
ing towns. Barbara was born in 
Denver, Her mother was a 
registered nurse who met Bar- 
bara’s father at a Kansas City, 
Mo., hospital to which he was 
confined during World Wer I. 


Eventually the family settled 
in Santa Barbara, Calif. There 
Barbara's mother became a par- 
ticipant in Little Theater plans 
and a sponsor of them, At 10 
Barbara first tasted acting as 
the eldest dryad in “Golden 
Ball,” a children’s fantasy. She 
liked the taste. 


When she was 16, her father 
died, “He was a kind and sweet 
man, and we had been very 
close,” Barbara said. His death 
affected her deeply. For a long 
time after that, she found her- 
self comparing other men, par-

A bare decided to earn some 

money on her own. She 
took ae as “legman’” for the 
Santa Barbara News-Press, act- 
ing aS a court reporter on news- 
worthy marriages, divorces and 
trials. When she entered the 
University of Santa Barbara she 
arranged to take her classes in 
the afternoon so that she could 
continue working mornings. 

She also modeled in pho- 
tography. Barbara loves clothes 
and knows how to dress. As a 
model she particularly needed 
to be well-dressed. So she and 
a girl friend worked out a deal 
with a top teen-age shop in 
Santa Barbara, in which they 
became campus representatives 
for the store. 

Each evening she and her 
friend, Barbara Marvel, would 
make a trip to the shop to get 


their clothes for the following 
day at school, They undoubted- 
ly were the best-dressed stu- 
dents in town. Many college 
girls selected their spring, fall 
and winter wardrobes by keep- 
ing a close eye each day on the 
two glamorous Barbaras. 


Their tie-in with the store 
was no campus secret. They 
gave two campus fashion shows 
annually and wrote a fashion 
column in the campus newspa- 
per. 

“T'll never forget the first 
fashion show we gave,” recalled 
Barbara. “Everything was ready, 
even the punch and sandwiches. 
We were excited and expectant. 
But no one came, not a soul. 
We wanted to cry, standing 
there all dressed up. We 
thought no one was interested.” 


It turned out, however, that 
the wrong date had been printed 
in the collége paper. The event 
actually was given the follow- 
ing night, as scheduled in the 
paper, and was an overwhelm- 
ing success, jammed to the raft- 
ers.

Barbara also tried her dainty 
hand at various other jobs, in- 
cluding secretarial work in a 
real estate office and bookkeep- 
er for a lumber company.

While at college she won the 


award of Best Actress of the 
Year among the University 
Players fot her characterization 
of “Birdie” in “The Little 
Foxes.” She also won a scholar- 
ship to the Pasadena Playhouse 
Theater Arts College, which she 
attended for two years. 

She explairied that she got 
every juicy female lead role 
while at the Playhouse because 
she was the only girl in her 
class of 17 students. In one play 
she set something of a record 
by playing five female parts. 
She also played in stock com- 
panies around the country, and 
she said, with a tinkling little 
laugh, that some of her “best 
moments” of acting were before 
a lot of empty seats. 
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ARBARA was first signed by 
Paramount, made her movie 

debut in “The First Legion” 
on asloanout to Lee Productions, 
was then borrowed by Universal 
for several films and finally 
placed under contract by that 
studio. After her success in 
“Magnificent Obsession,” she 
was starred in “The Black 
Shield of Falworth,” “Captain 
Lightfoot,” “Kiss of Fire,” 
scheduled for release this 
autumn, and “World in My Cor- 
ner.” The last-named will not 
be released until next year 
but Barbara is excited about it. 
It’s a vehicle that gives her a 
chance, at last, to show some 
real dramatic fireworks. 


“I’ve got ‘em all in that pic- 
ture,” she said with enthusiasm. 
“I’m the wealthy girl who hates 
what money does to people; I’m 
the only child who hates her 
father with a vengeance; I've 
even the love-starved gal who 
is desperately afraid of falling 
in love. I’m just a wonderful, 
exciting, thorough mess.” 


She’s convinced that a large 
part of winning recognition— 
and she believes the public is 
the best judge of real talent— 
lies in getting the right parts. 
She likes roles with dramatic 
range, and she'd also like to do 
comedies and musicals. Her 
father was a soloist in a church 
choir for many years; and Bar- 
bara herself can sing and dance, 
but has never been given a sing- 
ing-dancing movie role.

ARBARA didn’t look like

“I’ve just been rehearsing a 
real tear-jerker,” she explained.

There were, however, real 
tears in her eyes not so long 
ago.

When she does tend to get a 
bit unhappy or depressed, she 
takes a very matter-of-fact, 
matronly attitude toward her- 
self. “First thing I do is ask 
myself what I ate that day,” 
she said. “Usually I find I've 
been eating things I shouldn't, 
and that’s why I'm out of sorts. 
When I'm in condition, when 
I've had enough sleep and eaten 
the right food, all of a sudden 
my problems don’t seem s0 
insurmountable anymore.” 


We had a simple but nourish- 
ing lunch. When we walked out 
Barbara looked like she loved 
the whole world, even bosses of 
bookkeepers.

HILDREN who do not learn, 
Cin their own homes, the bal- 

ance between privileges and 
responsibilities, are likely to 
grow up self-centered and lack- 
ing in some of the qualities 
necessary to a self-governing 
people, Children in the United 
States too often concern them- 
selves with their rights rather 
than their duties, and citizen- 
ship suffers. 


This feeling of indifference 
to the common welfare has been 
strikingly illustrated in the past 
by studies of high school grad- 
uates, Two Harvard psycholo- 
gists now emphasize it in a 
comparison of young people 
from 10 different cultures in- 
cluding such widely differing 
ones as the Egyptians, Japanese, 
Mexicans, and the Negro Bantu 
of Africa. College students in 
the U.S.A. make the worst show- 
ing of all, in active altruism, 
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Asked, for example, “If 
you should get a large sum 
of money five years from 
now, what would you do with 
it?” only 2 per cent of Ameri- 
cans gave any such answer as 
“use part of it to alleviate 
social misery.” Asked, “What 
two things could you conceiv- 
ably accomplish during your 
lifetime that you would be 
most proud of?” only 3 per 
cent gave any answer that 
involved serving the nation.

Fabulous salaries are earned 
in Manhattan by the cream of 
the crop—the ten or twenty top 
fashion models. Their rates run 
as high as $40 to $60 an hour. 
Some of them reject a higher 
rate because that would put 
them in a higher tax bracket. 
Most of the top notchers make 
more money than senators or 
bank presidents, 


They are self-sufficient, fresh- 
faced, clean-living, ranging in 


way. Some of them dream of 
having a TV program of their 
own, or of becoming another 
Arlene Francis or Dorothy Kil- 
gallen, the well-known TV pan- 
elists. Model Nancy Berg now 
has her own TV program. 

A few of the ambitious young 
models long for Hollywood or 
the Broadway stage. They re- 
alize, for example, that Grace 
Kelly, the Philadelphia socialite 
who won an Academy award in 
the movies, was once a photo- 
graphic model, and that blonde, 
blue-eyed Joan Caulfield went 
from modeling to fame and for- 
tune on the stage and screen. 


Modeling is an exciting career 
full of concealed disappoint- 
ments and not without its pit- 
falls—its ups and downs, its 
tragedies as well as triumphs. 
Some career girls are touched 
by the magic wand of success 
and others sink into oblivion as 
a result of hard luck, bad pub- 
licity or other factors. 

Now and then stories appear 
in the press in which women 
who fall into the hands of the 
police list themselves as 
“model” or “former model.” In 
more cases than not, such wom- 
en aren't and never were legiti- 
mate models. 

Today’s top models are smart, 
ultra-modern and know the 


score. They have their heads set ° 


levelly on their shapely shoul- 
ders. They work and study for 
the goals they have in sight. 
They also have an “indefinable 
something.” It isn’t just beauty. 

A lot of them are definitely 
not the “pin-up” type. Ninety- 
five per cent of the male popu- 
lation size them up as “too 
thin.”

But women 
love the way these ultra-slim 
girls look in the newspaper and 
slick magazine advertisements,

Rise of the Singing Barber 


Mama Como Admits Perry Earns a Good Living 


NEW YORK, Nov. 5. 

EVERAL vears ago, at a 
§ sathering of the Como clan 

in Canonsburg, Pa., Perry 
Como’s brothers and sisters 
tried to explain to his mother 
the successes that her son had 
attained. 

Lucia Como listened patient- 
ly as one brother after another 
told her of the huge record 
sales and television successes 
achieved by Perry. She nodded 
and then said precisely: “Any 
man who makes $75 a week 
steady—that man makes a good 
living..” 

Perry, born to Pietro and 
Lucia Como in Canonsburg, 
May 18, 1912, was making more 
than mother Lucia’s idea of a 
good living when he left Can- 
onsburg in 1933 to become a 
singer. 

At the age of 15, he had his 
own after-school barber shop, 
providing everything from 
shave and a haircut to a song 
between razor strokes. With 
two assistants, his guitar and 
his voice, he was making a net 
profit of $125 a week in the 
small coal-mining town. 

On a two-week vacation in 
Cleveland, Perry auditioned for 
Freddy Carlone’s band, a well- 
known Ohio group. He did it 
more as a concession:to the 
urgings of his friends than a 
desire to get into show business 
and was surprised when, a few 
weeks later, Carlone wired Can- 
onsburg, requesting that Perry 
join the band immediately. 
Perry thought of the depression 
which had gripped the nation, 
the uncertainty of the music 
business and the security of his 
barber shop. But his parents 
convinced him that he could 
always return to the shop if 
the singing business failed, and 
so Perry Como became a 
singer at $28 a week.

It is possible to shampoo 
many fabrics used in uphol- 
stered furniture. There are a 
number of commercial products 
on the market for this purpose 
or you may use thick, dry suds, 
working on a small area at a 
time. Work in circles, overlap- 
ping each time, rinse immedi- 
ately and turn on the fan to dry 
quickly. Be careful, of course, 
not to get the fabric any wetter 
than is absolutely necessary. 

Of course I cannot guarantee 
that any of these methods will 
be completely satisfactory if the 
furniture is so badly soiled, nor 
can 1 guarantee that your land- 
lady will be entirely pleased 
with the results.

THE POWER that the two 
big agencies exercised — and 
presumably abused — derived 


from the fact they controlled 
a huge number of outlets. 
This came about through their 
organization of concert series 
in many American communi- 
ties. As of now the Community 
Concerts (Columbia) and the 
Civic Music League (NCAC) are 
promoting concerts in some 
1200 communities distributed 
through 48 states. This enabled 
them to attract as many artists 
as they needed because they ~~ 
could offer solidly booked sea- 
sons. As a consequence they 
could restrict their list of 
clients to a number they could 
handle conveniently and profit- | 
ably. They can still do so. 

The net effect of this situa- | 
tion in the past has excluded | 
a number of young artists, of 
demonstrable talent, from prac- 
‘ticing their professions. They 
could sign up with independent 
managers who in turn could 
fish for engagements in such 
places as were not 
‘organized. But the big market, 
to use the appropriate trade 


‘term, was closed off. |

SO, MANY qualified young 
‘artists had no work. They 
couldn't begin their careers. 
And those that were permitted 
to do were encouraged—if not 
erdered — to downgrade their 
programs on the assumption 
that music lovers in the sticks 
were not ready for a substan- 
tial musical fare. For impre- 
sarios who follow this line of 
reasoning the hinterland is 


never ready for a sound musical | 


culture. Widening the audience 
and satisfying the least discrim- 
inating listeners is always a 
Paramount consideration. 

It is reasonable to say then 
that American managerial prac- 
tices have been detrimental to 
the growth of a vital musical 
culture. It has limited too se- 
verely the opportunities for be- 
Binning artists and it has placed 
a premium on low taste. Nor is 
there any reason to believe, as 
I have said, that the situation 
will be appreciably altered by 
the recent court action. The | 
Justice Department cannot com- 
pel a dedication to artistic 
ideals. Only the public can do 
Bo by demanding the best.

THE MECHANISMS for doing | 


So already exist in the local or- 


ganizations that raise the money | 


for the concerts given in these 
1200 Civic and Community 
towns. There are no reasons why 
the local committees cannot de- 
cide what artists they want and 
what programs they want them 


to play and deal directly with | 


the booking managers. The em- 
ployment of reasonably well in- 
formed local manager, acting 
with a local committee and 
upon the advice of the commu- 
nity’s best musicians, would be 
hecessary for the carrying out 
of an enterprising policy. The 
cost, however, would be no 
‘greater than that of the service 
fees now paid out for functions 
Ahat could be locally performed. 

The ideal here envisaged is 
Maximum local responsibility 
and autonomy as in the control 
of symphony orchestras. Local 
committees are responsive to 
criticism that New York man- 
agers disregard. If such con- 
trol did not produce an imme- 
diate betterment of the commu- 
Mity musical life it would at 
least set up a mechanism for 
doing so.

CHICAGO, Nov. 8 (INS) — 
Former underlings of the late 
racketeer Al Capone are still 
operating in Chicago today, but 
they have exchanged bullet- 
proof cars for executive suites. 

With a finesse which would 
have astounded prohibition day 
overlords, former gunmen are 
reaping millions of dollars from 
gambling, extortion, prostitution 
and narcotics. Despite the vig- 
orous “young blood” in the 
trade, United States Attorney 
Robert Tieken of Chicago says: 
“The top 25 per cent of such 
revenue around here goes to 
athe syndicate!” 

By “syndicate,” he means a 
Sandful of veterans prospering 
nearly a quarter-century after 
Scarface Al went to Alcatraz 
for income tax cheating. After 
parole, Capone died in 1947. 
But his legacy went to such 
men as: 

Tony Accardo, 50 years old, 
Paul (The Waiter) Ricca, 60, 
Jake (Greasy Thumb) Guzik, 71, 
Frank La Porte, 50, Joey Glim- 
co, 54, Sam Mooney Giancanna, 
47, Joe Aiuppa, 48, Tony (Mops) 
Volpe, 64, Eddie Vogel, 60, Sam 
(Golf Bag) Hunt, 54, Murray 
(The Camel) Humphreys, 55, 
Claude Maddox, 55, Joe Fusco, 
53, and until deported, Nick 
Circella Dean, 57.. 


Many Are ‘Retired.’ 


How have they prospered? 
United States Attorney Tieken 
and State’s Attorney John Gut- 
knecht are trying to break down 
their denials that they are pros- 
pering. 

Accardo, repuated kingpin of 
the syndicate, says he is “re- 
tired, living off investments, 
improving my mind with good 
books.” 

He and La Porte, said to be 
his second in command and also 
“retired,” are embroiled in a 
federal income tax suit. It in- 
volves revenue from the now- 
defunct Owl Club. A Govern- 
ment attorney said it raked in 
handbook bets of $1,800,000 in 
1948 and $1,600,000 in 1949, 
plus another $300,000-a year 
from dice and roulette. 

Ricca, paroled from a 1941 
million dollar movie shakedown 
conviction, is “retired, taking it 
easy” on a 1000-acre farm.

Travel experts attribute the growing popularity of winter holidays to many factors, in addi- 
tion to the desiré to escape slush and snow.

Preparing for spring & 
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Question by mail 


In his small, rather severe - looking office just inside the gar- 
den main gate, Pring examines a leaf fragment sent him for 
identification. It was a basswood leaf. He spends most of 
his time among the garden’s plants; one of the chief office 
time-takers is answering written or telephoned questions.

ROUND THE ST. LOUIS AREA George H. Pring, superintendent of Shaw's 
Garden, is the man most residents think about when: they want to know 
what ails their flowers, shrubs, lawns, or other greenery. Nationally 

and internationally at botanical gardens and among horticulturalists he is 
thought of as the world’s outstanding water lily hybridist. He has, in years 
of patient, thorough, skilled plant breeding research, introduced 37 new hy- 
brid lilies, now distributed throughout the world. 

Pring’s reputation as a plant breeding authority is far from being con- 
fined to water lilies. He works in a very broad field of horticulture as an 
originator and propagator of new and unusual kinds of plants. An orchid 
expert for some 50 years, he has develo 10 outstanding hybrid orchids 
that are registered with the American Orchid Society—an orchid social regis- 
ter—in addition to many unnamed hybritis. Shaw’s Garden has the top 
orchid collection in the country. St. Louisans get a glimpse of some of its 
hybrids each year in the Veiled Prophet Queen's bouquet. 

Plant breeding and propagating are carried on by Pring as his hobby— 
which means it is carried on in connection with his superintendent's job at 
the garden. For to Pring hobby and job are one and the same—horticulture. 
His complete absorption in that science has even infiltrated his family. Mrs. 
Pring is active in garden clubs and work related to Shaw's Garden; their two 
sons have made floriculture their careers, and their daughter is married to 
a botanist. 

As superintendent of Shaw's Garden (or the Missouri Botanical Garden, 
its official name), Pring’s job- hobby covers a lot more than plant research. 
He supervises all the horticultural activities of the garden, with a “task force” 
of some 20 employes. He has charge of the orchid development laboratory * 
at the Gray Summit Arboretum. He is in constant demand as a speaker be 
fore garden and civic clubs and other organizations, makes radio and tele- 
vision talks. He receives—and answers—innumerable mail and telephone 
inquiries, has written many articles for national magazines. In his search 
for new plants he has made eight collecting expeditions to Europe and four 
to South and Central America. And for most of his reading he turns to bo- 
tanical books and to garden papers from all parts of the world, as a way to 
keep up with the latest horticultural developments. 

Pring was born on December 2, 1885, in Devonshire, England. His father, 
a builder, wanted him to be an architect, but at 14 young Pring won a acholar- 
ship as “garden boy” to the famous Kew Gardens (Royal Botanic Gardens). 
Five years later he received a Kew studentship, graduating, at the age of 20, 
as Kew’s youngest graduate on record. 

In 1906 Pring came to the United States to become foreman in the orchid 
and exotic plants nome of Shaw's Garden. At that time the garden had 
about 300 orchid plants—now, largely through Pring’s efforts, it has more 
than 50,000 orchids, in 1200 varieties. Because of the garden's pre-eminence 
in orchids, the first world orchid conference, held last year, was in St. Louis. 

Promoted to floriculturalist in 1918 and horticulturalist a year later, Pring 
became superintendent in 1928. He had already added water lily b 
to his research in 1912. Orchids continue a top interest, but a hybrid orchid 
requires six to seven years from seed to bloom to show results. Pring wanted 
faster results; water lilies bloom the year after hybridized seed is produced.

The British-Greek-Turkish dispute 
over the future of the British crown 
colony of Cyprus erupted into riots 
last weekend in six towns on the 
controversial island and in Athens. 
In all cases fighting broke out after 
demonstrations marking the fif- 
teenth anniversary of Greece's re- 
jection of Mussolini's World War I] 
(1940) ultimatum. Demonstrators in 
Nicosia, Cyprus (photo above), are 
shown carrying Greek flags in pa- 
rade that defied ban against cele- 
brating the ultimatum anniversary.

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VOLCANO COMES TO LIFE 


Eruption of Sakurajima, on Japanese Island, Fills Air With Smoke, Stones 


Black smoke surges up out of the 3689-foot cone of 
Sakurajima volcano on Kyushu, Japan's southernmost 
island in Kagoshima Bay. Stones hurled from the erup- 
tion injured four college students who were climbing 
nearby, two of them seriously. Sakurajima, one of three 
volcanic craters on Kyushu Island, has a long and vio- 
lent history.

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GEESE OVER ST. LOUIS 


In long, strung-out formation, more than 100 geese fly 
southward through the gray sky above St. Louis in mid- 
afternoon. When this photograph was made, the migrat- 
ing birds were passing over the Washington University 
campus, and observers on the ground could clearly hear 
their honking. The gander or male, at point of the 
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V-shaped echelons of 13 additional geese behind the 
main flock, has his charges in precise lines. Geese some- 
times make part of their migratory flights in diagonal 
lines, but they are more often seen flying a “V” forma- 
tion. Sometimes, when a small wedge of birds breaks 
through a flight line, birds in the line attach them- 
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selves to ends of the wedge and continue in the new for- 
mation. Geese honk almost continually during their two 
migratory flights each year—south in the fall and north 
in the spring. The leader of the flock calls to his follow- 
ers and is answered at intervals.

Advice from 
Officer Birch 


ONE OF THE most importont jobs in the world is that 
of Chief U. E. Baughman of the U.S. Secret Service, 
charged with protecting the President and guarding 
U.S. currency against counterfeiters. 


A policeman doesn’t have to arrest people to 
have an important influence on their lives. 

As a boy in Philadelphia I used to go with 
other kids to a neighborhood store to buy ice- 
cream cones — that is, whenever I had a nickel. 
After getting the cones we would congregate in 
front of the store, talking, laughing and sky- 
larking in the street until Officer Bill Birch 
sauntered by and told us to go home. 

I guess most of us were a little scared of Bill's 
gruff tone and silver badge. Anyway, we never 
argued with him — though we expressed our 
opinions of him when we were out of earshot. 

Later, Bill was assigned to a playground 
where we worked off our excess energy in base- 
ball, football or some other athletics. We came 
to know him as a man rather than as a cop. We 
discovered that he was a pretty good scout. 

In 1927, when | was 22, I was appointed to 
the U.S. Secret Service as a clerk-stenographer 
at $1,800 a year — about $35 a week. I enjoyed 
the work, but after a few weeks my friends, who 
were making $50 to $75 a week in ordinary 
jobs, started kidding me. 

“You're crazy, working as a Government 
clerk,” one told me. “You'll never get anywhere.” 

“That's right,” said another. “Get smart. You 
don't want to be a clerk all your life.” 

They had me pretty well convinced. My 
father was ill and I worried about helping my 
parents. When | told my mother about trying to 
decide about looking for another job, she didn't 
exactly try to talk me out of it. “Your father and 


I have enough for our immediate needs,” she 
shrugged. “If you like Government service, stay 
in it — but look forward to your own future.” 

A day or so before I was ready to resign, | 
ran into Officer Birch. He knew I was in the 
Secret Service and asked how things were go- 
ing. I told him I had almost decided to leave, 
and why. 

“Do you like the work?” he asked. 

“Sure. I like it fine, except for the pay.” 

“You could probably make a lot more some- 
where else,” he agreed. “You'll never get rich 
in the police business. And if you stay in the 
Secret Service you'll probably see the time when 
you'll be insulted by a lot of people who don't 
know what your real job is. You'll work long, 
hard hours doing things nobody will thank you 
for.” 

“All the more reason to leave,” I admitted. 

“Wait up, now,” he said. “I'm not done. 
Maybe someday you'll be protecting the Presi- 
dent of the United States — and what more im- 
portant job is there than that? And you'll be 
taking a lot of crooks out of circulation. You'll 
be helping to make this country a better place to 
live in. And when you go home at night, you can 
sit down like I do and be satisfied with yourself. 
That's worth a lot more than money, son.” 

Bill Birch talked for a half hour — and I'm 
glad he did. In nearly 30 years in the Secret 
Service, my duties have taken me into slums and 
palaces. I've mixed with crooks and killers, with 
presidents, princes and kings. As he predicted. 
I've worked long hours at thankless jobs. But 
as he said, I feel it’s been worthwhile. 

[ wish I could personally thank Officer Birch. 
And tell him he was right about one thing: I'l! 
never get rich on the job. But who cares? .

FLIGHT IN PROGRESS 


James Stewart is reenacting Lindbergh's epic 
transatlantic hop. Here’s how he sees his job

HOLLYWOOD. 
Next May 21, 29 years to the day since 
Charles A. Lindbergh flew the Atlantic 
in 1927, Warner Brothers will release 
one of the biggest pictures of 1956, The 
Spirit of St. Louis. Its star: James Stew- 
art, 46, in the role of Lindbergh at 25. 

In Paris, shooting the end of the pic- 
ture first — Lindbergh's landing at Le 
Bourget airport — Stewart recently con- 
fided that of the 52 motion pictures he’s 
made in his 20-year career, Spirit of St. 
Louis is the most difficult. 

“To begin with,” he explained, “we're 
not telling in this picture the life story 
of Charles A. Lindbergh. If we were, 
we'd have plenty of drama, plenty of in- 
cident. An embarrassment of riches. In- 
stead we're limited to 33-hours in Lind- 
bergh’s life, the 33 hours in which he sat 
in the cockpit and flew the Atlantic 
Ocean. 

“Now movie-wise that’s a pretty tough 


thing to show and make interesting. Mat- 


ter of fact, if General Lindbergh hadn't 
been so understanding — he's let us take 
liberties in the script — we'd be up a 
creek 


“For example, before Lindy took off 
from Roosevelt Field on Long Island, he 
equipped his plane with a new compass. 
There was no room for it on the instru- 
ment panel, so he installed it overhead. 
In order to read it, he looked through a 


mirror placed on his dashboard. The m''- 
ror was given to him by some girl re 
potter. He doesn't remember her. 

“In the movie, however, we use thal 
girl to suggest a little Jove interest. The 
girl gives Lindy the mirror. As he ap- 
proaches Europe he’s so sleepy he can' 
stay awake. The Spirit of St. Louis banks 
to the left and is headed into the ocea”. 
A shaft of sunlight suddenly hits the 
mirror and the reflection flashes in Lind- 
bergh’s eyes. It snaps him out of bis 
to Paris, and by giving him that mirror 
the girl has saved his life. 

“It really didn’t happen that way, Du! 
that’s how we're playing it. We're try'"é 
to materialize, via flashbacks. Lind- 
bergh’s thoughts as he piloted his plane

His terrible overwhelming u's° 
to fall asleep. That was his greatest fea’. 
That's the stuff we're trying to show. And

Wilder, our director, is making every 
possible effort to avoid anachronisms. 

“The landing scene which we shot the 
other night. It wasn't shot at Le Bourget, 
because Le Bourget today no longer re- 
sembles Le Bourget of 1927. We shot it 
at Guayancourt aerodrome. Wilder had 
5,000 extras breaking through the police 
lines to greet me as I climbed out of The 
Spirit of St. Louis. . 

“Actually when Lindbergh landed at 
Le Bourget, there were 150,000 French- 
men on hand to greet him. But who can 
afford or control 150,000 extras?” 

How did he feel playing so famous a 
contemporary as Lindbergh? 

“Frankly,” Jimmy confided, “I feel a 
bit shaky about it. But this is one role | 
really wanted. And if it hadn't been for 
my dad I don’t think I would've gotten it. 


“He put the pressure on Leland Hay-. 


ward just at the right time. When Leland 
bought the book a while back, I called 
him up and said, ‘How about it?’ He was 
very frank. ‘Sorry, Jim,” he said. “You're 
too old, too old for the part.’

“I would've played this part for pretty 
nearly nothing. In my book, acting the 
role of Charles A. Lindbergh is a great 
honor. | don’t want to sound corny, but 
for a small-town guy like me from In- 
diana, Pa., it’s a great honor. I'm getting 
more kick out of it than anything I've 
done in years.” 7.

College rah-rah: It’s not the same 


Is that old football spirit — with yell leaders, 
bonfires and pep rallies — becoming as obso- 
lete on U.S. campuses as coonskin coats and 
mandolins? It depends on whom you ask. 
PARADE found after surveying 20 colleges 
across the nation. But one thing is certain: 
football spirit in 1955 is not what it was in 
the ‘20s and °30s. 

There's a lot less idolizing of the football 
player as a BMOC (Big Man on ( ampus ). 
“To be popular, players have to be top notch 
in other things besides football,” says Ohio 
State Assistant Dean James H. McElhaney. 

The influx of war veterans and married 
students has had a restraining effect on the 
“rah-rah” boys and girls. At Brown Univer- 
sity, says Provost Samuel T. Arnold, “students 
during the ‘20s and "30s were more feverish 
and less rational than they are today. I think 
it's part of the generally higher stage of 
maturity among undergraduates these days.” 

‘ One of the most noticeable changes is 
fewer and shorter victory celebrations. “In the 
old days,” says Michigan Dean Walter B. 
Rea, “students would overturn streetcars, 
create disturbances in theaters and generally 
be troublesome. These things don't happen 
on the campus any more.” 

That may be overstating the case, however, 
for some schools report student enthusiasm at 
an all-time peak. At Texas Christian. Says 
Dr. Henry Haret, chairman of the Athletic 
Council, “we seem to be returning to the great 
enthusiasms that swept the Campus prior to 
1942.” 

Other schools report equal student fervor 
— but only during a good season. At Arkan- 
sas, for instance, last year’s student body put 
on the largest demonstration ever seen by 
Athletic Chairman Delbert Swartz, who's 
been there 27 years. When Arkansas unex- 


pectedly won the Southwest Conference title, 
student cars were lined for 20 miles.

CONGRESSIONAL JUNKETS? 


They're run on your money, Are they good — or bad? Here are inside facts

By unofficial count, no less than 231 Sena- 

tors and Representatives — over a third of 

Congress — went globe-trotting this past 

tourist season in the biggest Congressional 

exodus in history. 

The great lawmakers’ game called a 
ing — played largely, of course, with tax- 
payers’ money — reached such proportions 
that when President Eisenhower considered 
calling a special session of Congress, an 
aide remarked wryly: “You'd better call it 
in Paris.” Meanwhile, in London, Ambassa- 
dor Winthrop Aldrich cabled the State De- 
partment plaintively that the Congressional 
horde had just about worn the British red 
carpet thin. And dozens of Congressmen 
were admitted behind the Iron Curtain for 
the first time in years. 

Many junketers followed grueling sched- 
ules, inspecting U.S. spending abroad, gath- 
ering information to shape future legislation 
enjoyed a plush vacation at the taxpayers’ 
expense. One Senator's wife, on an “official” 
trip with her husband, wrote back frankly 
to friends: “John is truly relaxing and hav- 
ing the time of his life. He and I are having 
a long-delayed honeymoon.” 

Most Congressional commitices rate a 


special military plane, complete with Air 
Force stewards to serve meals and handle 


‘ baggage, an escort officer to smooth out 


travel arrangements and sometimes even a 
doctor tO minister to aches and pains. 
Wives, children and assorted relatives are 
common free-riders on these planes. 

Congressmen traveling alone don't get a 
private plane but go free anyway, usually 
on an Air Force plane or Navy ship going 
their way. They are supposed to travel on 
a space-available basis, but it's a bold trans- 
portation officer who gives a corporal pri- 
ority over a Congressman. In September, 
for example, a Senate Appropriations sub- 
committee, including wives and assorted 
aides, displaced 40 military wives and chil- 
dren booked to join their menfolk in 
Europe. 

One Southern Senator toured around the 
world, tying up embassy limousines, press- 
and using embassy planes to hop from one 
nation to the next. Then he came home and 
wrote a report criticizing waste in embassies, 
particularly high expenditures for limou- 
sines and planes.

“I'd pass a law requiring every member of 
Congress to spend at least three months of 
the year traveling to different parts of the 
world. You can’t run a business from an 
office desk. It's the same with the United 
States Government; you can't run it from 
an Office in Washington.”

As for free transportation, Capebart 
adds: “The Army and Navy ought to give 
us all the transportation needed. They're 
running planes and ships anyhow.” 

From Rep. Percy Priest (D., Tenn.) 1 
heard: “It is hardly fair for the press to 
refer to these trips as joyrides.

Congressmen abroad have madé 
friends—and enemies<for U. S. 


acknowledges: “Overseas trips can, I sup- 
pose, do good.” 

Once abroad, at any rate, traveling law- 
makers can take advantage of a peculiar 
money deal. Most countries, being short of 
dollars, are allowed by law to pay for U.S. 
supplies in their own currencies. In 1953, 
Congress slipped through a special amend- 
ment giving members free access to “coun- 
terpart funds,” as this money is called, to 
pay their overseas expenses. 

Special account No. 19 FT 561 was set 
aside for exclusive use of junketing Con- 
gressmen. All they need is a requisition 
signed by a committee chairman. This is 
good for free spending money at our em- 
bassies in 42 countries. It is dished out 
liberally, no accounting asked and none 
given except for vague totals. 


Souvenirs for Sale 


Result has been free-spending binges that 
amount, in many instances, to the point of 
scandal. The funds have been used to fi- 
nance lavish entertainment, to purchase 
expensive gifts. One Oklahoma Congress- 
man, his pockets stuffed with counterpart 
funds, loaded up on fancy merchandise in 
Europe. He set up shop in his office to sell 
the goods to House employes at fantastic 


profits. Others bring back for their own use.

Some committee chairmen, of course, set 
a strict spending limit. Chairman Clint 
Anderson (D., ¥.M.) of the Atomic Energy 
Committee, for instance, paid all hotel bills 
for his junketing members but limited their 
counterpart spending money to $15 per day 
apiece. 

How much counterpart money has been 
spemt by Members of Congress? And ex- 
actly how was it used? Says a State Depart- 
“ment spokesman: “We are the bankers for 
the committees of Congress. As the

By law, these counterpart expense ac- 
counts are supposed to be submitted to the 
House Administration and Senate Approp™ 
ations committees. Except for a few general 
totals dating back to mid-1954, however, 
the figures are locked in Congressional safes. 

Even these padlocked figures don't give 
a breakdown of the spending, a confidential 
source reports. Based on incomplete vouch- 
ers, he estimates that junketing Congress- 
men will spend well over $350,000 in coun- 
terpart funds this fiscal year. 

In contrast to the free-loaders, many 
Congressmen spend frugally and even pay 
for their own transportation. Senate GOP 
Leader William Knowland, for example, 
pays his own way when he feels a trip is not 
“strictly Congressional business even though 
1 am informing myself on matters import- 
ant to Congress.” 

Whoever foots the bill, the American 
people are judged by the behavior of their 
representatives overseas. Most leave 4 good 
impression and improve our standing with 
the rest of the world. A few do not. 

A horrible example — one Europeans 
are still talking about — was set by a South- 
ern.Congressman who literally staggered 
through Europe a couple of seasons ago. In 
Paris he entertained himself playing the 
Once he was caught cavorting in a Paris 
hotel corridor in his underwear. In Madrid, 


he tore the dress off a frightened lady guide 


and stopped citizens on the street, demand- 
ing belligerently: “Why don't you like the 
United States?” This Congressman finally 
landed in a hospital with delirium tremens 
— to the relief of American officials. 
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Another gay Senator slapped the King of 
Greece on the back and hugged the Queen. 
This was the same man who grabbed West 
Germany's President and swung him around 
the floor in a heavy-footed version of a 


smacking a prominent Finnish lady on her 
equally prominent derriére. 

At the Vatican, a member of the 
Congressional Atomic Energy Committee 
harassed the Pope with belligerent and ir- 
relevant questions. When an embarrassed 
colleague tried gently to silence him, the 
truculent Congressman jerked a thumb at 
His Holiness and blurted: “I don't want any 
answers from you. I want an answer from 
him.” 

Fortunately outnumbering such cut-ups 
are the many traveling Congressmen who 
make friends and improve relations. Massa- 
chusetts’ Joe Martin created so much good- 
will on a German tour, for example, that a 
member of the Bundestag later used a pic- 
ture of himself with the American states- 
man as campaign literature. He wrote 
Martin: “Your picture got me many votes.” 

One of the most publicized trips — the 
unauthorized and self-financed visit of Har- 
lem’s Congressman Adam Powell (D., 
N.Y.) to the Bandung Conferences of 29 
Asiatic and African countries — was the 
direct cause of our gaining face in that area. 
Powell created a sensation with his remarks 
at a press conference embarrassing China's 
Red dictator, Chou En-iai.

Clergy and congregation of the 42-year-old 
Presbyterian church marvel at the amazing 
response to the “dial-a-prayer” idea. When 
two machines operated at full capacity, calls 
were coming in at the rate of 1,600 a day. 
With the recent addition of a third, the 
rate has jumped to more than 2,000 a day. 
Since the first machine was installed last 
April, more than 200,000 prayers have been 
transmitted over the telephone wires. 

Says Dr. Robert W. Youngs, pastor: “At 
first we expected about 50 calls a day. The 
telephone company, which wasn’t too keen 
about installing the machine, estimated 25. 
The very first day there were 200 calls. 
Within a week the telephone company was 
begging us to install another machine. The 
first one had reached its saturation point and 
overflow calls were jamming the lines.”

© A parishioner whose number was similar 
to the one originally assigned to the prayer 
Phone irately demanded that the church 
change the number. He said his telephone 
was ringing day and night.

Sal's mother although he realized the 
burden of caring for a retarded child. Even 
Rose Marie is protective. When Sal is pun- 
ished, she often will fly at her mother, 
screaming, “Don't hit Sal!” 

He must be sheltered 24 hours a day, for 


rescued him. Last fall, he was playing with 


- 


his grandfather's pointers when one dog's 
leash looped around his neck; Sal almost 
strangled before his mother rescued him. 

Only TV keeps him still. He can watch 
it, rapt, by the hour, taking special delight 
in animated cartoons, commercials and 
dancing. Often he will persuade Rose Marie 
to “dance” with him, and they bounce to- 
gether in zestful imitation of jitterbugging 
The two play together a good deal, but the 
games are Rose Marie’s idea — and played 
at her level. 

Sal romps through Rose Marie's games 
delightedly, for he is an easy-going, amia- 
ble child. The first word he ever said was 
“Okay,” and it remains the mainstay of his 
vocabulary. Sal did not talk until he was 4: 
even now he can scarcely make a sentence 
more than three or four words long. Occa- 
sionally he startles the family with a longer 
one. “Go to bed, you bold brat!” he told 
Rose Marie recently. 


Eight Years of Heartache 


Life with Sal has alternated between 
such surprises and heartbreaking disap- 
pointment. Not until he was 4 months old 
did his mother suspect something was 
wrong: she noticed he couldn't hold up his 
head. Then followed a painful 10 months in 
which conflicting diagnoses pronounced 
him Mongoloid, then normal, then retarded 
again. By that time his mother’s first mar- 
riage had broken up; she decided she would 
devote herself to Sal and never remarry. It 
took two years of determined talking by 
Frank Leitza to change her mind. 

Thereafter some things, at least, were 
better. Doctors had said Sal wouldn't walk 
until he was 4; he beat that by two years. 
They said he would be hard to toilet-train; 
it proved easy. Mrs. Leitza, overjoyed when 
Rose Marie was a normal child (the chances 
against a second Mongoloid in a family are 
astronomically high), feared the two chil- 
dren would be jealous of each other; they 
actually are very close. 

But for the Leitzas, even the most hopeful 
signs are edged with heartache. Sal was, 
and is, small for his age and fragile. Though 
he finally has learned to dress himself — 
almost — his mother cries a litile about 
that, too, for he still cannot remember from 
night to night which is the front of his 
pajamas. Once he was sent to a school for 
the retarded (Pennhurst State) for a few 
months, but the family missed his dowdy, 
bouncing little figure and brought him home 
again. Now they are determined to keep 
him with them at all costs and all burdens. 

Mrs. Leitza has become active in the local 
branch of the National Association for Re- 
tarded Children. With severa! other moth- 
ers, she persuaded school authorities in 
nearby Throop to set up a special class for 
the mentally deficient. But again came a 
disappointment: after 10 days, the teacher 
decided she was unqualified for such work, 
and the class ended. The mothers are fight- 
ing now to revive it. 

“Sal belongs to us,” says Frank Leitza. 
“He's here in this world and we can’t just 
discard him>And who knows, maybe some- 
one will discover a way to help children 
like Sal. That's what we keep hoping for. 
There's always that chance.” e

If closet space is at a premium or 
inefficiently organized at your house, 
here is a unit you can build that will 
help solve the problem. It can be 
adapted to most situations.

2’ wide built into the center of a 
bedroom-closet alcove 8’ long. 
Here, sliding bamboo draperies 
mounted on ceiling tracks conceal 
clothes-hanger and shelf space on 
either side of the unit.
